TEA TASTER DIES BY ACID. 


Thomas Bradford Macklin, whose business 
address is 175 Randolph street, committed 
suicide late yesterday afternoon by inhaling 
gas in a room in the Wellington Hotel. A 
degree of mystery surrounds the causes for 
his action. He had been living until recently 
at 3722 Ellis avenue, but people at that resi- 
dence last night said he had not been with 
them for several weeks. 

For information as to his career and the 
cause for his suicide they referred to Charles 
M. Peale, 3703 Wills avenue, as his attorney. 
Mr. Peale, who is of the firm of Haynes & 
Peale, was not at home during the ‘early 
evening, but the members of his family men- 
tioned in turn the name of Thomas W. Hinde, 
118 Astor street, as a relative of Mr. ‘Mack- 
lin and as being conversant 
the case. 

At Mr. I 
had left home at 7 p. m., being uncertain 
whether he would ret Later in the night 
Mr. Peale was seen and would only say: 

Mr. Macklin called on me only yesterday 
and discussed his affairs with me at con- 
siderable length. I must decline to go into 
the details of the matter for publication.“ 


Had the Room One Day. 

At the Wellington Hotel it was learned 
that Mr. Mackijn took a room there late on 
| Thursday afternoon. He registered simply 

as T. B. Macklin, city.“ He had no bag- 
gage, and Clerk Cone said last night that he 
had seemed absent-minded and greatly de- 
pressed. The clerk raised the question as to 
the pay for his room, whereupon Macklin 
gave the namé of Mr. Peale, as one who 
would guarantee any billne might contract. 
He was not an entire stranger to the house, 
having been there on one or more occasions. 
Inasmuch as he was well-dressed and gave 


the general appearance of a well-te-do man, 
he was given a room on the fifth floor. No 


‘one connected with the hotel remembers 


having seen anything of him from that time 


until the finding of his body _— Sd 
af ternoo | 


Several times during the dey ‘the 
keeper, Mrs. Bond, tried the door, but found 
it locked. Her suspicion& were finally 
aroused, and securing the help of the head 
porter she entered the room. Macklin was 
lying an the bed in his underclothes and his 
body was curled up as if he had been in 
much pain. A futile. effort was made to 
arouse him. Proprietor Gage was notified 
and at once went to the room. Finding that 
the body was still warm he immediately sent 
for.a doctor, thinking fesuscitation was 
possible. It happened there was a physician 
in the café, and he hastened to the room. 
Macklin’s body was placed on the floor, and 
vain efforts were made to resuscitate him. 
Then the body was taken to Rolston's, 27 
Adams street. 

It was found that his pocketd contained 
not even a cent of money and but one scrap. 
of paper, an engraved visiting card. Under 
the pillow on which his head reeted there 
was an open razor, the case of which was in. 
his coat pocket. His clothes were neatly 
folded on the dresser in the room, with pains- 
taking care. 

Mr. Macklin's appearance indicated that 
he was near 30 years of age. The physician

‘asphyxiation. 

Kills Self for Pride. 

Pride which restrained her from appealing 
to her parents in her straitened citcum-’ 
stances is thought to have caused Miss 
Elsie Smith, a stenographer, to commit sui- 
cide yesterday morning. The girl, who was 
of comely appearance and scarcely 20 years 
of age, was found dead in ‘her room at 8 
Washington place. In one hand was a four- : 
dunce bottle of chloroform, half empty, and 
in the other her handkerchief, which had 
been saturated with the liquid. She was the 
daughter of a well-to-do family living eight 
miles from Rew, Mich. Gaston is pro- 
prietor of the boarding- where the 
young woman died. 

Miss Smith had been in the city more than 
a year, employed by various firms as a 
stenographer. and private secretary. A 
month ago she lost her position with a Board 
of Trade firm on account of ill-health, and 
had been unable to obtain another position. 
Every day she spent down-town 
for employment, but returned each night 
more disconsolate. 

Knowing that Miss Smith needed rest Mrs. 
Gaston did not go to her room yesterday 
morning, but at noon the failure of the girl 
to appear alarmed her. The door of her 
chamber was unlocked and on a couch lay 
th body of the young woman clothed as 
when she went to her room. She had left 
behind no explanation of her act. Dr. Robert 
N. Tooker, 268 Dearborn avenue, was sum- 
moned. The physician stated that she had 
been dead probably all night. The body was 
taken to Allen’s undertaking establishment, 
284 North Clark street, and her parents noti- 
fied. An inquest will be held today.

Failure of Brakes to Work 
‘Properly Causes an Accident 
at Ninetieth Street and 

Commercial Avenue. 


MOTORMAN’S! CLOSE CALL 


‘Two occurred Chicago 
last night, in both of which passengers of 
‘street cars were injured. In one case a west- 
bound trolley car collided with a south-bound 
Iilinois Central suburban train at Zeventy- 
ninth street and Railroad avenue, injuring 
four persons. In the other accident, in which 
three persons were hurt, two trolley cars 


years old, 1560 West 


The accident at Seventy-fifth trast and 
Ralirdad avenue occurred at 6:18 o'clock, 
just as the south-bound Illinois Central sub- 
urban train was pulling into the station at 
Seventy-ninth street. The trolley crossing 
at Seventy-hinth street has been unused for 
some time, but a fire at Seventy-fifth street 
and Paxton avenue compelled the,electric 
cars which usually cross the Illinois Central 
tracks at Seventy-fifth street to make a wide 
detour to reach South Chicago. 

Car No: 27, in charge of Motorman Isham 
and Conductor John Boyner, was behind 
time, and was rushing along at full speed 
when the accident occurred. 

Isham is a new motorman, having been on 
the Mne only three days, and was 


unfamiliar 
with the many grade crossings re ih the neigh- 


borhood, which make travel by trolley car 
both dangerous and slow. Ashe neared the 
crossing, which les just beyond Ratiroad 
avenue, Isham saw only a clear track ahead 
of him. The flagman had gone home eighteen 
minutes before, and the safety gates, stand- 
ing upright in the darkness, gave no warn- 
ing. 


-The car was chet half ties with passen- 
gers, twenty-eight fares having been rung 
up on the register at the time. When a few 
feet from the ‘crossing the track ahead of 
him was suddenly lighted up with the glare 
of a locomotive’s headlight. 

It was too late to prevent an accident, but 
Isham did what he could and reversed the 
current. The next instant, and before the 
passengers were aware of their danger, the 
Hight trolley car had hurled itself upon the 
driving wheels of the locomotive. 


Isham’s Miraculous Escape. 

There Was a crash, a woman’s scream, and 
the train plunged on, hurling the trolley car 
aside. Every passenger in the car was 
thrown from his seat and covered with frag- 
ments of broken glass from the windows. 

‘The front platform was nothing but a pile 
of splintered wood scattered over the ground. 
How Isham escaped instant death is a mys- 
tery which he cannot explain. He jumped 
at the moment his car struck the engine, and 
in some way got clear of the wreck. 

The train was stopped a hundred feet south 
of the crossing, and crew and passengers ran 
expecting to find half a dozen dead or man- 
gled men and women in the street. They 
found instead the wrecked trolley car lying 
parallel with the railroad track and some 
twenty people, all badly scared, but only 
three badly hurt. These were cared for and 
the train proceeded on its way. 

Brakes Fail to Work. 

The cause of the collision at Ninetieth street 
and Commercial avenue was the failure of 
the brakes on one of the cars to work prop- 
erly. Car No. 88, to which a trailer was at- 
tached, was running on Commercial avenue, 
closely followed by another car, No. 32. The 
cars in front stopped at Ninetieth street to 
allow a passenger to get off and Motorman 
Kuance of the rear car attempted to stop his 
car, but the brakes failed to work and the 
car struck the trailer of the front train with 
great force, demolishing the platforms of 
beth cars. Kuance was thrown back, but 
fortunately the door behind him was open and 
he rolled into the car, escaping injury.

ing to say in regard to the subject of trusts. 


I is the only expression he has uttered 


which the Senator could have warped into 
the foregoing phrase. Mr. Eckels sald: 
„There is no man of any prominence today 
standing in defense of illegal combinations 
of capital, whether great or small—formed 
for the purpose of throttling competition, 
raising the price of articles of consumption, 
and burdening the people. But there is a 
vast number of men who recognize economic 
soundness in the added volume of business 
to be obtained through aggregated capital 
properly brought together and wisely man- 
aged, and who deny that from such any harm 
follows either to the consumer or to the 


laborer. 

“They go further and assert with an em 
phasis not to be mistaken that, far from 
being harmful, such combinations are, on the 
co productive of good, most of all to 
the laboring man. I am not now speaking 
of combinations illegal, unsound, and unsafe, 
but solely of those which, though large in 
amount of capital inVested, have followed 
the rules which control in ordinary business. 

“ On principle, I do not perceive why there 
is more harm or danger to the interest of 
citizens because 1,000 men are employed by 
one concern instead of 100, or $1,000,000 cap- 
ital is invested rather than $100,000. The 
misinformation which is on every hand upon 
this subject has arisen from an insistence 
upon the discussion of it in the light of par- 
tisan politics instead of in that of economic 


truth and history.” 


HAVE FAILED TO MAKE ARRESTS 


Colleran Says His Detectives Cannot 
Find Men Named in Democratic 
Warrants. 


Not one of the 140 warrants that the local 
Democratic committee swore out three days 
ago against alleged illegally registered voters 
has been served. At the time it was said 
that the warrants had been placed in the 
hands of Chief of Detectives Colleran for 
service and that he had assigned his best men 
to find the men and arrest them.

He clings also to his 
old idea of sheathed ships. 

The board rather favors battleships, 
armored erulsers, and torpedo boats. and it 
is sald the Secretary will differ from the 
board's recommendations to the extent of 
recommending to Congress a number of 
gunboats. a class which is especially useful 
at this time with the numerous duties on the 
Astatic station. 

The board is in a peculiar position in re- 
gard to submarine torpedo boats.

JUDGES OPPOSE BOND “ISSUE. 


Generally Condemn Healy Plan for a 
Three- Story Addition to the 
County Building. 


Most of the Judges oppose a bond issue for 
an addition to the County Building. They 
say it would be only a waste of money and 
the county should wait till it can afford a 
new building. A few Judges consent to the 
plan. Judge Tuley raises no objection to the 
plan itself, but says. the bond issue should 
be postponed till there is a better chance for 
getting a Board of County Commis- 
sioners. 

The Judges’ statements follow: 

Judge Theodore Brentano—The administra- 
tion of justice, economy, and health all de- 
mand a new County Building. . Additions 
would not be economy. The estimate now 
made is inadequate, and when they come to 
carry it out it will cost three times what is 
asked for. 

Judge A. II. Chetlain—The present bullding 
is unfit for the purpose for which it was built. 
To me it seems best for the county to wait a 
few years and then undertake a new bond 
issue sufficient for a new building exclusiveiy

“for the use of the county. I’ve done what I 


could to prevent my friends voting for the 
present bond issue. 

Judge O. N. Carter—I signed the petition 
originally and still stick to it, providing the 
plan is declared feasible from an architect- 
ural and sanitary standpoint. 

Judge Dunne—We've got to have some re- 
lief, and as the people of the county won't 
consent to tear down the old structure I fa 
adding the new stories. 

Judge Gary—It’s a matter 
men and architects. 

Judge John Gibbons-—I believe any money 
expended for the improvement of the present 
building would be simply thrown away. 
It would be better to provide a new building 
when convenient. | 

Judge Hanecy—I have seen Mr. Healy's 
scheme as represented by the poster, and I 
am against such a monstrosity. If the county 
was in a position to stand the expense I 
should certainly say put up a new structure. 

Judge Jesse Holdom—The County Bullding 
is a menace to the health of all who go into 
it. To build on top of such a pile of pestilence 
would seem to me not only making matters 
worse but a foolish expenditure of the peo- 
ple’s money. 

Judge Stein—It is simply a question of put- 


the t structure and building a new. 
Courthouse. If it is feasible and practicable 
and would make a handsome bullding, I 
should as a matter of economy prefer the 
addition. 

Judge Murray F. Tuley—Some honest men 
have been nominated for County Commis- 
stoners by both parties and also some unfit 
men.
